Tho Independence romped nlong fast. No
effort was made to haul tin boat cloie to
the wind, but with a good rnp full It
headed out 10 sea, trcotlng tho swell
grandly, rising over it buoyantly. Evon
with the swell there wni but little froth
under the bow. The wake was clean. In
fact, except for the spatter of tho Hat of
its bow striking the water there was little
indication of a wake. The yacht seemed
to keel quickly, but not far down, probably
